Efforts of the state board of equali­ 
zation to arrive at a just and equitable 
basis of assessment that shall be uni­ 
versal throughout the state, applying 
to all counties, ought to be successful, 
and probably will be, unless political 
exigencies intervene and bring about 
the abandonment of the greatly desir­ 
ed reform. 
This has been the case in 
the past, m d as a result Missouri has 
the most antiquated system of reach­ 
ing values for 
tax 
purposes in the 
United States. 
It is impossible to un­ 
derstand why it has continued so long 
except on the theory that member^ of 
the board have refused to make the 
necessary changes for fear of the ef­ 
fect it might ha^p on their personal 
political 
fortunes. 
The 
old ides of 
“letting well enough alone” has pre­ 
vailed because of this fear and as ti re­ 
sult the state is now in a condition— as 
far as this particular matter is con­ 
cerned— where rank injustice is prac­ 
ticed, not only on individual property 
owners and business concerns, but to­ 
wards entire sections of the state as 
well. 
A careful investigation by the board 
of equalization has brought out facts 
regarding assessments that are abso­ 
lutely astonishing and could hardly 
be believed were it not that they are 
vouched for by the various county as­ 
sessors who 
reported 
them 
to the 
board. 
Amazing 
inequalities 
are 
shown in almost every county in the 
state and the frankness with which 
they are fold demonstrates that it is 
not the local assessors that are at fault 
i 
but the entire system. 
Here are some of the glaring injus­ 
tices brought out by the board’s in­ 
quiry: 
* 
In Audrain county the assessor stat­ 
ed that he assessed farm lands and 
town lots at one-third of their value, 
horses and mules at one-half, cattle at 
40 per cent, 
hogs at 
one-half • and 
money and bank stock at 60 per cent. 
The result is that Audrain as in oth­ 
er counties there are preferred class­ 
es of taxpayers, and the burden of 
supporting the state and local govern­ 
ment is unequal. 
And so it is all down the line. 
In 
Platte county land is assessed at one- 
fourth its true value and money, notes, 
bonds and bank stock at CO per cent. 
Therefore, a resident )f Platte county 
with a farm valued at $4,000 is taxed 
on only 81000. But the person with his 
money invested in bank stock or bonds 
to the same amount is taxed on a valu­ 
ation of $2,400. 
If the tax rate in Platte county was 
$1,50 a hundred, the farmer with $4,- 
000 invested in land would pay $15. 
But were the same amount invested in 
bonds or bank stock, his tax would be 
$36. 
In Cape Girardeau county the as­ 
sessor’s answers showed that all class­ 
es of property had been assessed at 50 
per cent, except 
bank 
stock money, 
rotes and bonds, which paid on 50 
per cent of their value.

MR. HARDING AND CERTAIN 
DEMOCRATS. 


A great many people think that it 
would be excellent political strategy 
if the big chiefs of the republican par­ 
ty, instead of pressing down hard up­ 
on the defeated foe, would exhibit an 
unusual degree of magnanimity and 
kindness and try to 
win 
democrats 
and southerners by doing them favors. 
This view, it is said, has been impress­ 
ed upon Mr. Harding; but, although 
he is reported to be favorably dispos­ 
ed towards it, there are not as yet any 
signs that he is going to act in accord­ 
ance with it, 
One or two 
gestures 
have been made, it is true, which some 
might construe as attempts to win 
hearts in the opposite camp, but none 
of these is likely to have the desired 
effect, for very obvious reasons. 
For instance, one of these gestures 
is the intimation that Senator Cham­ 
berlain of Oregon may be appointed 
a member of the shipping board. Now 
it is true that Senator Chamberlain is 
a democrat, hut he has not been the 
kind of democrat that most democrats 
admire. 
He was not merely the ally 
of the republicans in their criticism of 
the administration’s conduct of the 
war, he was one of their leaders; and 
he did his utmost to discredit the pres­ 
ident, his efforts in this direction be­ 
ing carried so far upon one occasion 
as to draw from Mr. Wilson the sharp­ 
est rebuke which he was called upon 
to adm inisterd any man with the ex­ 
ception of 
Mr. 
Jeremiah 
O’Leary. 
Hence Mr. Harding will not win the 
hearts of democrats by taking Senator 
Chamberlain to his bosom. 
Another gesture of the same sort, 
designed, we suppose, to make a 
pleasant impression on southern peo­ 
ple, was the announcement the other 
day thai Mr. Harding had held a long 
conference 
with 
the editor of the 
Jacksonville Times-Union about plans 
for a world 
peace 
association and 
that he had been much impressed by 
the recommendations of the southern 
editor. 
Now’ the Times-Union is an 
excellent paper and it is ably edited, 
hut it happens to be one of the very 
few southern papers winch on fhe is­ 
sue 
of 
foreign /relations 
and the 
League of Nations opposed the demo­ 
cratic doctrine and favored the atti­ 
tude of the republicans. 
Hence, so 
far as this question is concerned, it is 
not representative of southern senti­ 
ment or democratic sentiment but is 
republican in its views. 
But, it is pointed out, Mf. Harding 
called Senator Reed into conference 
in Marion, including him in that select 
circle of “leading minds” about which 
so much was heard immediately after 
election ! Again, the same objections. 
Senator Reed has voted and spoken 
more times with republicans during 
the last two years than w ith the dem­ 
ocrats. 
These illustrations-are typical. Mr. 
Harding is choosing very carefully the 
democrats to whom he shows atten­ 
tion. In the case of each one of them
